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Continuation of 3. NOTE: With respect to independent claims 1, 1 1. 21, 24, 27, and 30, the Examiner submits that the proposed 
amendments change the scope of the claims. The immediate prior version of the claims included a limitation which read "instructions 
executed". Clearly this limitation positively recites that the instructions are executed. However, the proposed amendments to the claims 
include a new limitation which reads "executable instructions to be executed". This new limitation recites that the executable instructions 
are capable of being executed (i.e. this new limitation recites "executing" as an intended use of the executable instructions). Accordingly, 
the proposed amendments change the scope of the claims and therefore raise new issues that would require further search and/or 
consideration. 
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
